Phil Wilson of the popular blog Baconhound 
wants to stir up interest in the fabulous food 
that comes out of regular folks' kitchens

Got a signature Edmonton recipe that 
sizzles? A dish passed down for genera¬ 
tions? Or just something you make that's 
really, really good? 

If so, local food writer and blogger Phil 
Wilson wants to know about it — and 
possibly eat it, too. 

Wilson, also known by the name of his 
popular blog, Baconhound, just launched 
the Community Table Project, which will 
bring him into the kitchens of ordinary 
chefs in Edmonton. 

“1 wanted to share people's signature 
dishes that they make at home that are 
really good and all their friends love but 
don't really get out further than their 
own kitchen table," he said. 

“I want to share that, and build a sense 
of community around food." 

He pians to meet interested Edmonton 
residents, sample their favourite recipes 
and document the process online. 

He points out that while Edmonton's 
food scene has taken off in recent years, 
most of the buzz has centred around 
hip new restaurants and rock-star chefs. 

But, he argues, there are a lot of in¬ 
teresting things going on at home, too. 

“Home cooking isn't the same as res¬ 
taurant cooking — those are two dLifer¬ 
ent animals," he said. 

“With home cooking there's more to 


it than the quality of the dish. There's 
the story behind it, the company, the 
whole surrounding atmosphere of eat¬ 
ing at someone's house." 

Social media turned him onto to how 
many passionate home chefs are out 
there, he said, and with the economy 
flagging, he added now seemed like a 
good time to spotlight home cooking. 

While he's passionate about good 
food, Wilson stresses that expert chef 
skills aren’t required to join. He’s more 
interested in why the food is meaning¬ 
ful to you. 

“I don't want people to think that you 
have to be a local celebrity or you have to 
be the most amazing home cook. Maybe 
you only have the one dish that you cook 
that's good and everything else is awful. 
But that one dish is great, so let’s hear it." 

Wilson is also willing to try r almost 
anything — he’s already had an offer to 
try someone's prized recipe for prairie 
oysters — and despite the name of his 
blog, will cheerfully sample your vege¬ 
tarian recipes, 

“Part of what I'm looking for is not just 
the food, it's the experience around the 
making of the food," he said. 

“It's a little bit different than what 
people are used to reading about food 
in Edmonton."

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Oil prices keep projects closed

The operator of one of Al¬ 
berta's oldest thermal oilsands 
projects, shut down during 
the Fort Me Murray wildfire 
in May, says 
it will remain 
closed until 
benchmark oil 
prices improve 
to above 550 LFS 
per barrel. 

b k e c u t i v e 
vice-president 
Sato 5 hi Abe says 
the 17-year-oid 
Hangingstone 
project operated 
by japan Canada 
Oil Sands Ltd. 
since 1959 was shut down as 
a precaution when staff were 
evacuated due to the fire. 

He says there was no dam¬ 
age to the northern Alberta 
facility' but the company has 
decided not to restart it for 


economic reasons. 

The money-losing project 
was built with capacity of 
10.000 barrels per day to test 
the use of steam to produce 
bitumen from wells but had 
been producing only about half 
of that in recent years. 

Meanwhile, Abe says con¬ 
struction continues on the 
company's nearby 5'1.5-billion 
Hangingstone expansion pro¬ 
ject which is expected to be 
completed by 
year-end. It's 
expected to 
begin produ¬ 
cing bitumen 
bv the middle 
of 2 017 and 
gradually ramp 
up to capacity 
of 20.000 bar¬ 
rels per day. 

The Alberta 
Energy Regula¬ 
tor recently re¬ 
ported provin¬ 
cial oilsands production in May 
dropped by about 25 pet cent, 
mainly because of the wildfire 
and the resulting evacuation 
of abou t 90,000 people from 
the region.

Lexus-only reserved parking 
at airport draws drivers' ire

Thirty prize parking spots, at 
the Edmonton International 
Airport are now reserved for 
Lexus owners. 

It’s a marketing scheme 
for the luxury' car company 
that's drawing ire from, weli, 
all motorists who don't own 
the luxury brand's vehicles. 

As of last week, the stalls 
are now marked with the com¬ 
pany’s logo and a sign that 
says "Lexus preferred, parking." 

'['hey'll stay that way until 
the marketing contract expires 
next March, according to of¬ 
ficials. 

The strategy has drawn some 
heat online, with social media 
users callingit "biased." “anti- 
community,"' and “a poor way 
to show that money doesn't 
matter." 

But airport spokesperson 
Heather Hamilton said the 
30 spots are a tiny fraction 
of the 13,500 parking spaces 
available. 

Besides which, she said, it's 
helping keep costs down. 

“Every' dollar Lexus has paid 
is a dollar that passengers and 
airlines now don't have to pay," 


she said. 

The airport's revenue last 
year was about $210 million 
she said, of which $55 mil¬ 
lion came from non-aviation 
sources, like par icing, ftMxl sales 
and advertising. 

Hamilton said the airport 
relies on their own sources of 
revenue to keep costs for both 
passengers and airlines low. 

The Lexus stalls are located 
in the parkade, conveniently 
next to the elevators. 


Hamilton said that accessible 
stalls have not been affected. 
She adds that any enforcement 
will be up to Lexus. 

“1 think there may have been 
some concern from people who 
think we randomly selected a 
product and said 'These people 
are special,"" Hamilton said. 

“But what's special about 
them is they've negotiated an 
advertising contract, which 
anyone can do. Give us a call, 
well talk to you about it"

The Canadian Mental Health 
Association [CMHA) is welcom¬ 
ing more discussion on suicide 
after someone positioned life- 
sized human sculptures made 
from clear tape on the wires 
of the High Level Bridge sui¬ 
cide barrier Sunday. 

Police confirmed. Monday 
that they were called to a re¬ 
port of an attempted suicide 
at the bridge the same day, 
though they would not give 
further details on the person's 
fate from the attempt. 

As many as five figures 
were erected on the west side 
of the bridge and taken down 
the same day, after sparking 
much speculation around 
what they could mean, and 
whether they were intended 


as art. 

"1 think people are fearful 
that having too open a con¬ 
versation around suicide is 
going to generate thoughts 
and triggers around suicide," 


said CMHA Alberta Division's 
executive director David Grau- 
wiler. 

“It would seem to me that 
the more we talk and the 
more open we are in our dis¬ 


cussion about it, and identify¬ 
ing it as a pervasive issue in 
our society, the more likely 
people are to find the help 
they need.”

Centre for Suicide Preven¬ 
tion website and MyJVlental- 
Health.ca as valuable resour¬ 
ces for anyone struggling with 
suicidal thoughts or knows 
someone who is. 

.Alberta has one of the high¬ 
est suicide rates in Canada, 
with an average of 5D0 people 
dying by suicide each year 
and a spike seen across the 
province in 2015. 

The city erected the barriers 
on the High Level Bridge in 
July as a deterrent, after po¬ 
lice responded to 41 suicide- 
related calls from the bridge 
in two years. The barriers have 
shrunk the space for cyclists 
and pedestrians, causing some 
to call for their removal or 
modification. 

T he city is scheduled to re¬ 
lease a broader suicide pre¬ 
vention strategy on Sept. S.

Few expected ever to hear of 
Enron again, and fewer still for it 
to be connected to an Alberta gov¬ 
ernment lawsuit Etgainst private 
companies and even Alberta's 
own electricity regulator. 

But. well, welcome to Alberta 
news in 2016. 

White headlines, scream about 
government lawsuits against gov¬ 
ernment Eigenries ELnd billions 
in potential losses, the average 
Albertan is struggling to compre¬ 
hend what's happening. 

Metro has sifted through it all 
to help you better midenstand. 

The latest on die mess 
Recently, Alberta's Balancing 
Pool, a quasi-government agency 
that manages power-purchase 
agreements (PPA), has accepted 
Carry's Enmax Corp's notice 
of the termination of its deal. 

The decision, it appears, hin¬ 
ges on the so-called “Enron 
danse,” which we'll explore later. 

Note here, however, the gov¬ 
ernment claims it came to know 
about this clause only in March. 

It’s also a clause that the gov¬ 
ernment says could put all other 
PPAs in jeopardy, and mean Al¬ 
berta would be on t he hook for 
up to $2 billion in losses by 2020. 

In July, the situation reached 
the surreal, when the NDT gov¬ 
ernment filed a lawsuit against 


PPA holders, its own balancing 
pool and the Alberta Utilities 
Commission — formerly the Al¬ 
berta Energy and Utilities Board. 

It all goes to Et trial in ISov- 
ember. 

Rewind; A primer 
on deregulation 
At its root, the mess you're read¬ 
ing about is about electricity 
and profits. 

Alberta started deregulating 
its electricity market in the mid 
1990s. By about 2000, plants pro 
during electricity could sell it to 
private companies, which had to 
sign TTA arrange men Is with the 
provincial government for the 
right to buy, then sell, electricity 
to consumers at a profit 

Back in the late r 90s, Alberta 
entrusted independent agencies 
to help draft these PPAs, and 
they were put into force by the 
provincial regulator in May 2000. 

In August 2000. five PPAs were 
auctioned off. 

A lawsuit against itself? 
Yes, Alberta is suing Albertan 
agencies. 

Essentially, the .NUT govern¬ 
ment argues in its court filings 
that former government officials 
didn’t follow rules for creating 
FTAs. Specifically, it argues the 
exit clauses that Enmax is al¬ 
legedly trying to use to terminate 
its dcEtl were “unlawfully" cre¬ 
ated. On Monday, government 
officials provided Metro with 
dozens of documents supporting 
these assertions.. 

Those documents include 
what effectively became the PPA 
laws in May 200D, as passed by 
the former Alberta Energy and 
Utilities Board. 

They also include emails be¬ 
tween Enron, the American

power company that came to 
be synonymous with massive 
fraud, and Alberta officials. 

The "£ 11 x 011 clause" 

The clause is just the following 
phrase — "... or more unprofit¬ 
able.” 

As the dossier shotvs, the 
phrase does not appear in the 
termination clauses for PPAs .'Al¬ 
berta auctioned offback in 2000. 

Where it does appear, how¬ 
ever. is in a last-minute amend¬ 
ment to the PPAs authorized by 
AEUB chair Neil McCrank. 

ThEit followed, it appears, lob¬ 


bying by Enron employees. 

Emails shared by the govern¬ 
ment Monday show Enron em¬ 
ployees boasting about getting 
better terms on the exit clauses 
thanks to their strong "relation¬ 
ship - with .'Alberta officials at the 
time. And that's where things 
get rather complex. 

The government's 
argument 

Why would a, company want an 
exit clause for a FPA7 

To protect it from government 
changes that could make it un¬ 
profitable to honour a contract 


to buy and sell power. 

It seems Enmax is arguing the 
NDP’s carbon levies will do just 
that. Enter the Enron clause — 
“or more unprofitable.” 

Jt essentially could mean that 
any government change that 
leads to any loss of profit gives 
a company an exit out of a FPA 
Deputy Premier Sarah HofF- 
nrin told Metro that there Eire 
nuiny concerns with how this 
Enron clause came to exist. 

She alleges it was not shared 
with the public or possibly even 
with other companies that 
bought FTAs. 


Most importantly, she and the 
government question whether 
it holds legal weight. Ihat’s the 
thrust of the lawsuit 

Hoffinan said the change to 
the PPA including the Enron 
clause was not gazetted — es¬ 
sentially published for the public 
to see — nor pul through public 
consultation. 

As a result, “Jt was unlawful." 
she said. 

“The process that was under¬ 
taken, after the public hearings 
were completed, and the 11th- 
hour backroom lobbying with 
Enron, then writing it in and 
saying it was a regulation with¬ 
out gping to cabinet.,, was highly 
suspect and that's why we don't 
think it was lawful. 

“Who knew what, when, is 
one of the questions that hasn't 
been answered." Hoffmiin added. 

“We don’t even know if the 
companies knew about it. It’s 
hard to say that the companies 
that were part of these PPAs in 
the first place knew about this." 

What others are saying 
But the Wildrose and many 
others have criticized the NDT 
for seemingly not unde [■standing 
the TTAs or the effect new laws 
would have on them. 

CalgEuy Mayor Naheed N'enshi, 
often a supporter of Premier 
Rachel Motley’s government, 
even spoke out against the suit. 

On Monday, Wildrose leader 
Brian Jean said in a press state¬ 
ment that the NDF “must stop 
misleading 'Albertans.*' 

He argued the NDT is releas¬ 
ing documents as a "desperate" 
attempt to argue something in¬ 
appropriate took place. 

One thing is certain: You will 
be reading a lot more about this 
in the days ahead.

Province 
issues measure 
to reduce risk 
of wildfires 

To cut the risk of wildfires, the 
provincial government is taking 
the extraordinary measure of 
putting in place travel restric¬ 
tions to keep people out of Nova 
Scotia's forest for two weeks. 

“This means that all travel 
and activity within the woods 
is restricted, including hiking, 
camping and the use of off-high- 
way vehicles " Natural Resources 
Minister Llovd Hines said in an 
Aug. 8 media briefing concern¬ 
ing tinder-dry conditions in the 
province. 

The province says the idea is 
if there are fewer people in the 
forests, it reduces the chance of 
unintentional ignition of fires. 

The ban — which does not 
apply to provincial and private 
campgrounds and beaches — is 
effective as of noon Tuesday,, and 
will last for two weeks. 

The travel restriction applies 
to the entire province. Hines 
said, because with limited fire 
fighting resources officials can¬ 


not risk wildfires starting up 
in other parts of the province. 

This past weekend, three 
wildfire s were being fought in 
western Nova Scotia: two in 
Annapolis Valley and one in 
Queens County. Wildfires in 
Maitland Bridge and Greenfield 
are now contained and mapped 


at about 21 hectares and five 
hectares respectively, according 
to a provincial release. 

T he most serious of those 
fires is the Seven Mile Lake fire 
in Annapolis County, which was 
90 hectares on the weekend, but 
has since increased to around 
140 hectares due to winds. 


"We've had great success with 
our citizens in the province who 
understand the situation. We are 
asking them for help and under¬ 
standing and co-operation in 
this process." the minister said.

erty. But if you need to cross 
someone else's property to ac¬ 
cess vour own, then you need 
permission from the landowner. 

But if you want to visit tour¬ 
ist attractions such as Balancing 
Kock or Cape Split and you need 
to trek through the woods to get 
to them, then you're out oflttck. 

Hiking trails in woods are 
off limits. 

The minister said he recog¬ 
nizes this is an inconvenience, 
but he said there are still lots of 
other attractions that people, 
both Nova Scotians and tour¬ 
ists, can visit, 

It is very expensive to fight 
wildfires, it was noted during 
the media briefing. The minis¬ 
ter said the cost to the province 
can range up to £2013.000 a day

TERROR ATTACKS 

Widespread 
anxiety exists 
among young 
Americans 

The threat of violence by 
people inspired by foreign 
extremists invokes fear in a 
majority of young Americans 
across racial groups. But for 
young people of colour, particu¬ 
larly African-Americans, that 
fear is matched or surpassed 
by worries about violence from 
white extremists. 

A new GenForward poll of 
Americans age 1S-30 shows 
widespread anxiety among 
young people about attacks 
from both inside and outside 
the United States. 

Sixty-two per cent of young 
African-Americans and 55 per 


cent of Hispanics surveyed said 
they were very concerned 
about the threat of violence 
committed by white extrem¬ 
ists, compared to one-third 
of whites and 41 per cent of 
Asian-Ame ricans. 

Gen Forward is a survey by 
the Black Youth Project at the 
University of Chicago with the 
Associated Pness-NORC Center 
for Public Affairs Research. 

Worry about attacks from 
people currently living in the 
U.S. who are motivated by for¬ 
eign extremists spreads more 
evenly across racial groups, 
with at least half of whites, 
blacks „ Asians and Hispanics 
describing themselves as very 
concerned about that threat. 

Violence committed by 
people from outside the coun¬ 
try also caused unease, espe¬ 
cially among Hispanic young 
adults.

Folk Fest, that much-loved 
bdmoQton festival, is over for 
another year, and J couldn't be 
happier. 

I live in a sort of Folk test 
purgatory and suffer from 
what 3 tall hollk Fest fatigue 
yearly. 

I live too far away for the 
free wristbands but quite dose 
enough to deal with crowds, 
cans, garbage and chaos. 

T he problem isn’t Polk Fest, 
per se, but a perfect storm 
of annoyances linked to it: 
People drinking excessively, 
car-centric design leading to 
everyone driving and parking, 
overconsumption (and willy- 
nilly disposal) of Tim Hortons 
products, and of alcohol, and 
plain old disrespect. 

It isn't popular to dispar¬ 
age Folk Fest. Some of my best

Still, let’s be frank: A few 
changes could make the week¬ 
end easier for all.

Folk Fest provides a place to 
lock bicycles, but the closure 
of the Cloverdale footbridge 
means pedestrians and cyclists 
now have to navigate a tiny 
strip of sidewalk up Connor's 
Hill.

The parking restrictions 
in Strathem during Folk Fest 
are puzzling, Major arteries 
like 95 Street remain a free 
for-all While Stratheam Drive 
is restricted, apparently, to 
allow for emergency vehicles 
through. 

Dozens ignore parking rules 
and nearby apartment lots till 
up with strange vehicles, By 
the end of The weekend I con¬ 
fess 1 actually enjoy passing 
the rows of ticketed cars. 

Finally, Edmonton loves a 
good time, but dues the beer 
garden at Folk Fest encourage 
excess? 


Long lineups and pitcher 
service seem to incenlivize 
people to get plastered. Folks 
who don't want to be corralled 
in the drinking area quickly 
polish off their booze before 
hitting the rest of the festival. 

When they leave, this exces¬ 
sive drinking leads to exces¬ 
sive noise in the surrounding 
neighbourhoods. And believe 
me when t say I've lived with 
the unfortunate trail of mine 
and puke left behind eveiy 
night. 

Given the success of site¬ 
wide liquor sales at events 
like Interstellar Rodeo, there's 
no reason to section off the 
drinkers, 

A combination of effort 
from Folkies, festival organ¬ 
izers and the city could go a 
long way in. relieving nearby 
residents of Folk Fest Fatigue.

Ask yourself: 
Will this 
matter a year 
from now? 

If you're at odds with your 
wife about family chores or 
are having a spat with your 
boyfriend over who feeds the 
ait, stop and ask yourself “Will 
this fight matter a year from 
now?" — and you might still 
be together then. 

A new Canadian study, pub- 
hsited in the journal Social 
Psychological and Personality 
Science, suggests the ticket 
to overcoming relationship 
conflicts is adopting a future- 
oriented perspective, instead 
of focusing on the present. 

That means in the heat of 
the moment when tempers ate 
flaring, people should take a 
step back and ask themselves 
how a conflict will affect them 
down the line. says lead au¬ 
thor Alex Huynh, a doctoral 
candidate in the University 
of Waterloo's department of 
psychology. 

"It allows them to be more 
forgiving of their partners and 
close friends, and in the end, 
that changes how they think 
about their relationship and 
their relationship well-being,' 1 
he says. “They think the rela¬ 
tionship will gel better, and 
(think) of the conflict as a learn¬ 
ing experience." 

The researchers conducted 
two studies — one on under¬ 
graduate students in Chica¬ 
go, and another on a broader 
age range of Americans found 
through a crowdsourcing web¬ 
site. All participants were asked 


to reflect on a recent conflict 
with a romantic partner or a 
close friend, with one group 
tasked with describing how 
they felt about it in the mo¬ 
ment, and a second group de¬ 
scribing how they'd feel about 
the conflict in a year. 

In both studies, those think¬ 
ing about the future reported 
more positivity about their re¬ 


lationships. They also showed 
more forgiveness and saw the 
fight in a more reasoned, posi¬ 
tive light. 

“People get caught up in 
their feelings, and use it as 
fuel and end up hurting their 
relationships, 1 " says Huynh. 
"But as humans ... we can take 
a step back and think about 
our conflicts differently. By 


th is sim pie way of doi ng t hat, 
your relationship is going to 
be better." 

The findings come as no sur¬ 
prise to psychologists and re¬ 
lationship counsellors, who've 
seen it all when it comes to 
sparring couples, 

“Even basic stresses in life, 
when we take a moment to 
say, 'Will this matter a year 


fr om now?' 1 find it makes my 
clients calm down," says Ni¬ 
cole McCance, a loronto-hased 
psychologist and relationship 
expert who has been work¬ 
ing with couples for around 
a decade. 

“It makes absolute sense? 
says registered professional 
counsellor Hdel Walsh, founder 
of Love Done Well, a Vancou-

ver-based love, life and rela¬ 
tionship-counselling service. 

We're all hard-wired with 
a primitive “fight or flight" 
response, she says, and it’s 
nonsensical to try and solve a 
conflict in that state of mind. 
“What generally leads to an es- 
calation in an argument with 
couples is that they both want 
to be heard at the same time 
— but you can't." 

When we're arguing with 
someone, there are actually 
physiological changes in our 
body, says McCance. 

“Our blood pressure increas¬ 
es and goes away from our 
brain, into our legs and arms? 
she says. 

In other words, your brain 
isn't exactly firing on all cylin¬ 
ders when you’re mad. 

“The best thing to do is walk 
away and take a break," Mc¬ 
Cance adds. “It takes 20 min¬ 
utes for your blood to go back 
to your brain? 

And after hitting the pause 
button, you might as well take 
some time to think about the 
future, too.

During a break from NBC's 
Olympics coverage on Satur¬ 
day afternoon. a commercial 
appears for the upcoming 
animated movie Sing, which 
looks like Zootopia crossed 
with American Idol: As a ko¬ 
ala named Buster (voiced by 
Matthew McConaugheyl walks 
into his office, a stack of fly¬ 
ers for the singing competi¬ 
tion he's hosting blow out 
the window. Other animals 
pick them up. and we see a 
montage of their auditions. 
The dialogue and the songs 
are in English. But interest¬ 
ingly, any text that appears, 
such as “From the Creators 


of Despicable Me? is writ¬ 
ten in Spanish. The movie 
opens on Dec. 2ri as the ad 
ends, the word “Navidad" fills 
the screen. 

This is not the first time a 
major U.S. tnglish-language 
network aired a commercial 
in or featuring Spanish. CBS 
ran a Spanish-language ad 
for Pepsi during the Grammy 
awards way back in Febru¬ 
ary' 1989. 

Target premiered a four- 
spot Spanish-language cam¬ 
paign during the Latin Music 
Awards this past May. 

But this is the first time I've 
seen a half-Spanish commer¬ 
cial dropped casually, with¬ 
out fanfare, into a major net¬ 
work’s Saturday afternoon 
broadcast of women's volley¬ 
ball and men's gymnastics. 


NBC — which owns Univer¬ 
sal, the studio behind Sing, 
and also owns the Spanish- 
language network lelemundo 
— has obviously decided to 
appeal more directly than 
ever to its increasing numbers 
of S pan i s h-s peaking viewers. 

And why not? 

According to the Wall 
Street Journal, Spanish-speak¬ 
ing viewers watch more TV as 
it airs than English speakers. 
Which means they’re pre¬ 
sented with more commer¬ 
cials. 

Expect to see more such 
Spnnglish ads soon.

Mormon mommies have the best blogs

DIV crafts and 
wholesome 
values hit a 
popular note 

For the past decade, members 
of T he Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day iaints have taken 
the blogosphere by storm, docu¬ 
menting their daily lives and 
amassing huge followings of 
Mormons and non-Mormons in 
the process. Atheist followers 
say the attraction is the escap¬ 
ism of picture perfect lives filled 
with wholesome values and D1Y 
crafts, while scholars say vari¬ 
ous tenets of Mormon ism — 
sharing the faith, the value of 
creativity and the importance 
of family — make the religion 
a perfect fit for the blogging 
medium. 

Utah mom Meredith Ething- 
ton, 3B, saw blogging its a way 
to exercise her writing skills 
while maintaining her commit¬ 
ment to motherhood. 

“I thank a lot of \ Mormon) 
women seek out blogging be¬ 
cause w r e have talents and pas¬ 
sions of our own and it's a way 
to express those, but still be 
able to stay true to those core 
values and stay home with 
our kids A said Ethington, who 
said the LD£ church encour¬ 
ages women to stay home and 
raise childre n if they're able to. 

Ethington's blog. Perfection 
feuding,, focuses more on par¬ 
enting than it does on Moimon- 
ism — she estimates only one 
in 10 of her readers are Mor¬ 
mon — but she understands 
certain mysteries shrouding 
her religion could be drawing 
in readers. 

“We don't drink, we don't 
smoke, we don’t swear. Those 
sort of things make us stand 
out naturally." said Ethington. 

Like other Mormon bloggers, 
Ethington doesn't bombard her 
readers with her faith, but tucks 
her religious disclosure into the 
“About Me" section. Others have 
“We Believe" sidebars with links 
to the LL>£ church. 

£ome are even, more discrete. 

It took Torontonian Eva 
Voinigescu months to realize 
one of her favourite bloggers, 
Sydney Itmlton of The Daybook, 
was Mormon. 

“I’d always been curious be¬ 
cause she looked very young 
and yet she was married and 
had a child,” said the writer. 

Voinigescu, 27, admits she 
initially judged Poulton after 
finding out she was Mormon. 
She herself is el, gnostic, skeptical 
of organized religion, career- 
focused and a feminist. She 
isn't married and doesn't know 
if she wants kids. She started 
questioning aspects of Ptmhcn's 
life, including why she seemed

to make so many sacrifices for 
her husband's career. 

But the blog's appeal en¬ 
dured. 

“It’s weird to see a paral¬ 
lel lifestyle that’s so different 
from my own but has so many 
desirable aspects to it." said 
Voinigescu, who comes from a 
small family, spread out across 
the globe. “A lot of the values 
that come out in the blog are 
family, creativity, closeness. It 
definitely Etppeals to me, those 
values." 

Sentiments like these are 
music to Mormon ears. 

“Mormonism is a mission¬ 
ary religion. Members of the 
church are encouraged to share 
their faith with others," said 
Patrick Mason, a historian and 
the Howard W. Hunter chair of 
Mormon Studies at Claremont 
Graduate University in South¬ 
ern California. “Blogs have be¬ 
come a really popular way for 
them to do that, often times in 
a really low’ key wav." 

Bloggers in ay choose to em- 
phasize Mormon values of 
family, child rearing, the do¬ 
mestic sphere and the sacred 
calling of motherhood, as op¬ 
posed to an overt focus on faith 
because they don't want to be 
seen as “preachy." he said. 

As for why the blogs are so 
plentiful, Mason points to the 
Latter-day Saints" storied his¬ 
tory. 

The church was founded 
in 1S30, and throughout the 
remainder of the ISO Os, the 
federal government persecut¬ 
ed members because of their 
illegal practice of polygamy 
and for other reasons includ¬ 
ing their political power, said 
Mason. By the turn of the 20th 
century, the church dropped 
objectionable aspects of their 


religion, including polygamy, 
and sought to become more 
mainstream — a sentiment still 
held by Mormons today, he said. 

“Mormons want nothing 
more than to be liked and re¬ 
spected and mainstreamT said 
.Mason, giving the example of 
Mitt Romney, a Mormon and 
the 2012 Republican presiden¬ 
tial nominee. "They want to be 
just like everyone else but Ehey 
want to be better at it." 

American Mormons — typ¬ 
ically members of the mid¬ 
dle class or upwardly-mobile 
middle class — value personal 
growth and humility and reject 
ostentation sness. he said. These 
values have a wide appeal. 

Mormons also have a strong 
tradition of journaling — be¬ 
lieving that documenting their 
life is of great importance — 
and blogs could be seen as the 
21st century outgrowth of this 
tradition, he said. The church 
also encourages members to 
spread their message using so¬ 
cial media and the Mormon 
blogging community even has 
a name: Bloggernade, a play 
on the word tabernacle, the 
Mormon temple. 

Mason thinks Mormon 
mommy bloggers have struck 
a sweet spot: they’re encour¬ 
aged to stay at home and raise 
children, but now, they can do 
so while also sharing their val¬ 
ues, exercising creativity and 
even bringing in income. 

For Jenny Evans, a Massachu¬ 


setts-based Mormon and stay- 
at-home mom, making money 
off her blog is a “happy side 
benefit.” 

She's proud of the family 
values she shares on her blog, 
the Unremarkable Files. 

“J love my family and 1 love 
my kids and l love to share the 
humorous and silly side of that, 
while still being really positive 
about being a mom and being 
a wife." said Evans. 34. a mom 
to six children. 

"Mormon belief is just to 
look for the positive in things." 

Evans estimates one third of 
her blog's content focuses on 
Mormon ism. 

She likes that her medita¬ 
tions on faith open up a dia¬ 
logue amongst readers, even 
if they don't always agree with 
her. One memorable comment 
she received: “Well I disagree 
w r ith a lot of these points 100 
per cent, but 1 appreciate you 
putting them forth with such 
clarity and helping me learn 
something new."

More uptake of flu 
shots at pharmacy 


Residents of provinces that al¬ 
low pharmacists to administer 
flu shots are more likely to get 
vaccinated against the seasonal 
bug. a study has found. 

In a paper published Mon¬ 
day in the Canadian Medical 
Association Journal, research¬ 
ers found that a slightly higher 
proportion of residents go! 
their Etnnual influe nza shots 
in provinces where pharma¬ 
cists are allowed to give them 
— 30 per cent compared to 28 
per cent in provinces where 
they aren't. 

While that’s a relatively 
small difference, it means that 
at an individual level, people 
who live in a province where 
there is a pharmacist policy 
were five percent more likely 
to get the flu shot, said princi¬ 
pal researcher Dr. Jeff Kwong 
of Public Health Ontario. 

,L It might be making their 
lives easier to get flu shots (at 
the drugstore),’ 1 said Kwong. 
who’s also a scientist at the 
Institute for Clinical Evalua¬ 
tive Sciences. 

The 2007-2014 study exam- 
aned data for more than 
481,500 people aged 12 years 
and older from the Canadian 
Community Health Survey, 
which every two years collects 
information on health status 
and health-care use among a 
representative sample of the 
country's residents. 

Authorizing pharmacists 
to provide seasonal flu shots 
could increase inoculation 
rates, which each year hover 
around 30 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation, a figure public health

offkials would like to see raised 
much higher. 

Kwong said although the 
difference in flu vaccine up¬ 
take between the two groups 
wasn’t significant, that may 
change as more provinces al¬ 
low pharmacists to give the 
inoculations. 

For one thing, the majority 
of Canadians live near a drug¬ 
store, he said, and an unrelated 
pilot study suggested that SO 
per cent of vaccine recipients 
prefer receiving their shot in 
the arm at pharmacy-based 
clinics. 

There might not be a huge 
increase yet... but 1 think (it is) 
useful having pharmacists give 
flu shots because it increases 
capacity and it frees up doctors 
and nurses to do other things,” 
Kwong said. 

“A lot to people trust their 
pharmacists and so they're an 
important part of the health¬ 
care system, so they can help 
deliver public-health interven¬ 
tions as well”

One of the most peculiar and 
polarizing pets — the hairless 
sphynx cat—can be traced back 
to Canada's largest city. 

The wrinkled cat with large, 
bat-like ears provokes strong re¬ 
actions. To some, the sphynx is 
a grotesque, alien-like creature 
that barely deserves to be called 
a cat. To others, it’s an affection¬ 
ate companion whose personal¬ 
ity belies its looks. 

As animal-lovers celebrated 
International Cat Day on Mon¬ 
day, some sphynx kins urged crit¬ 
ics to give the often-misunder¬ 
stood feline a second chance. 

The controversial cat dates 
back to the 1960s, when breed¬ 
ers say a hairless cat named 
Prune was born in Toronto in 
a litter of otherwise normal, 
furry kittens. 

Riyadh Bawa, a University of 
Toronto student at the time, has 
been credited by breeders as the 
first to identify the hairlessness 
as a result of a recessive gene. 
Bawa, in partnership with other 
breeders, bred Prune with his 
mother, producing several more 
hairless kittens. 

A brief L966 article by the Asr- 
sociated Press says Bawa hoped 
to “develop a hairless line" of 
cats for allergy' sufferers. 


W hile the lack of a full furry 
coat means sphynxes don't shed, 
they aren’t a totally hypoaller¬ 
genic breed, since people often 
react to a protein in cats' saliva 
rather than the hair itself. And 
although the cats don't need 
to be brushed, they have to be 
bathed every week or two to 
deal with the oil that builds 
up on their skin, experts and 
owners say. 

The line of hairless cats des¬ 


cended from Prune hits since 
died out, but the cats Bawa bred 
represent the first attempts at 
establishing an official breed. 

LouAnn Vennettilli. a breed¬ 
er near Sarnia, Ont.. who also 
kindles sphynx-related matter’s 
for the Canadian Cat Associa¬ 
tion, says she often promotes 
the breed’s Canadian roots at 
cat shows. 

“Most people, when you say 
sphynx. they think of them as 


off land. But in reality, the ones 
that we know and love today are 
of Canadian origin ” she says. 

Vennettilli has tt> sphynxes, 
some for breeding and some 
she keeps as pets. Such a big 
group of sphynxes is a handful 
— they're active and mischiev¬ 
ous, and Vennettilli says she’s

He stands nine feet two inch¬ 
es tall and hasn't aged a bit, 
bat the statue of hockey great 
Wayne Gretzky could use a 
waxing and a bath. 

The 430-kilogram bronze 
statue of No. 99 holding the 
Stanley Cup over his head 
has been on display at Kexall 
Place for the past 27 years, but 
with a move to a new arena in 
the near future 
he’s taken a 
road trip down 
south to where 
he wits created. 

“Yes it's 
a facelift/ 
laughed Don 
Begg, a bronz- 
esmith with 
Studio West in 
Cochrane, west of Calgary, who 
worked on casting the statue 
back in 1989 after it was sculpt¬ 
ed by John Weaver. 

"Actually he still looks pretty 
good to me. We've examined 
him over and he 's really in gtxxl 
shape but everything needs a 
little bit of lender loving care 
after 27 years.” 

During a recent visit to 


B egg's Studio West workshop, 
the statue was hanging hori¬ 
zontally. It was partly covered 

— including the Stanley Cup 

— but The Great One’s smil¬ 
ing face and Oiler logo were 
clearly visible. 

The biggest challenge, said 
Begg, was removing him from 
his spot at Rexall Place. The old 
bolts now have to he removed, 
new ones put in and then he 
will be waxed, shined up and 
made to “look like he’s brand 
new" for the new location. 

B-egg. who used to live in 
tdmonton, admits to having a 
"soft spot" for the Oilers and es¬ 
pecially Gretzky., When a statue 
like this one is created they al¬ 
ways break the 
mould — much 
like Gretzky 
the hockey 
player. 

“We broke 
the mould but 
he’s still there 
and that's the 
main thing." 
Beg g said 
he's stopped by and checked 
on the statue a number of times 
over the years. He said there is 
absolutely no damage, though 
Mother Nature has added a few 
touches over the years. 

“We don’t have any control 
over the birds. We don’t have 
any control over the weather 
and the dust and the dirt that 
blows around, 1 " he said. 


“They do a small amoun t of 
maintenance and we're just go¬ 
ing to shine him up to go into 
a new location." 

There are pictures of the cre¬ 
ation of the statue — including 
a number of Gretzky himself 
— on a bulletin boat'd outside 
the workshop. 


Begg said he's proud to have 
been part of the Gretzky statue, 
and that the fact it's in bronze 
makes it all the better. 

"Whether we cast him or 
we sculpt him it really is an 
honou r to be part of that — 
of something that's going to 
last for thousands of years,” 


Begg said. 

"There's nothing you can 
make that lasts as long as a 
bronze.” 

Begg said he doesn't expect 
the cleanup to take more than 
a week as opposed to the six 
months spent during the cre¬
